birth families. Unlike adoption, foster children do not become the full legal responsibility of their foster carers. 


Foster care placements can last from a few weeks to a few years but, in a minority of cases, children may need 
fostering until they grow up. 



Foster carers come from all walks of life - carers can be married or single, living with a partner, gay or straight, 
homeowners or renting. There is no upper age bracket. You do not need to have had children of your own but 
you will need some experience of working or engaging with children oryoung people.

cout hut set to 
rise from ashes

A HARLOW Scout hut destroyed in an arson 
attack looks set to rise from the ashes as work 
begins on a replacement building. 

Denise Dalby of the 7th Harlow Scouts group 
told the Star of the three-year fight and hard 
work that has helped the group reach this “excit¬ 
ing” point in their history. 

A week before Christmas 2011, flames tore 
through the Manor Hatch Close base, leaving 
the group who had used the building for more 
than 30 years homeless. 

“It was devastating,” Mrs Dalby said. “The fire 
destroyed everything, nothing could be res¬ 
cued. 

“It has been a long fight over the past three 
years with a lot of paperwork and fundraising to 
make sure we could get to this stage.” 

Work to build the new hut began last week and 
once complete will provide a permanent meet¬ 
ing place for scores of Scouts, Cubs and Beavers. 

Cubs and Beavers visited the site on Saturday 
with Harlow MP Robert Halfon and Harlow Cllr 
Ian Beckett to officially mark the project’s start. 

The Scout group are hoping they will be able to 
use the building by this summer and though 
they have received funds from Harlow Health 
Centres Trust, The Big Society, Stansted Airport 
Community Trust and a number of other local 
organisations, the group are still short on funds 
- estimated at around £30,000. 

The Scouts Buy a Brick campaign proved suc¬ 
cessful helping raise more than £70,000 towards 
building costs and members of the Group are 
calling on residents who are yet to join the cam¬ 
paign to show their support and buy a brick. 

Companies and individuals can buy an indi¬ 
vidual brick for £5 which will be used in the con¬ 
struction of the building. The group are also 
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offering those who buy 10 bricks an opportunity 
to have their name placed on a commemorative 
plaque which will be displayed in the building. 

Mrs Dalby added: “We have a lot more fundrais¬ 
ing events planned for this year and our Buy a 
Brick campaign is going really well. 

“The community has really come together and 
it’s an exciting time for the Scouts, Cubs and 
Beavers. It’s another adventure. 

“To get the go-ahead for building a week before 
Christmas was the best present ever.”

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Teenager racially abused care home worker 


Man arrested after 
brutal attack near 
Chinese restaurant 

A 25-YEAR-OLD man from Harlow has 
been arrested in connection with an 
attack which left a man with facial inju¬ 
ries. 

The 28-year-old victim’s jaw was shat¬ 
tered when he was attacked outside the Joy 
Fook Chinese restaurant in Pilgrims Hatch 
last month. According to police, he was 
standing outside the restaurant shortly 
after midnight on Sunday, December 8 
when he was assaulted. He has had surgery 
to insert a plate but will still have to under¬ 
go more operations. 

Detective Constable Stephen Baker said: 
“The victim is still not able to eat solids and 
has lost an incredible amount of weight 
because he cannot eat properly. 

“He has also been told that one of the 
operation procedures will involve cutting 
behind his ears to get to the jaw and this is 
not a guarantee of any success so the next 
few years appear pretty bleak for him.” 

The Harlow man has been released on 
bail until March 3 pending enquiries. 

Woman arrested by 
police after assault 

A HARLOW woman is currently on police 
bail having been arrested on suspicion of 
wounding with intent. 

She was arrested in connection to an 
incident which took place in Bromley Close 
during the early hours of Saturday. The 
39-year-old woman from Harlow will 
return bail on April 2. 

A man in his 40s was assaulted at around 
2am and suffered from a broken nose as 
well as other cuts and bruises. 

Police are also looking for a man who 
may have been involved. He is described as 
white, 5ft 7in tall, aged in his late 30s to 
early 40s with dark brown hair. 

Anyone with information should call 101. 

Spate of burglaries 
in same Harlow area 

POLICE are appealing for information fol¬ 
lowing two burglaries and one attempted 
burglary in Woodhill, Harlow. 

On Tuesday January 7, glass in a rear door 
of one house was smashed and electrical 
equipment was stolen from inside. 

Between 2pm on Saturday January 11 and 
10am on Monday January 13, entry was 
gained to the garden of another home. 

On Sunday January 12 and 6.30am on 
Monday January 13, another property was 
targeted and a kitchen knife was stolen. 


A TEENAGER who racially abused a care home 
worker in Harlow has been ordered to carry out 
40 hours of unpaid work. 

Chelmsford Youth Court heard the 17-year-old 
called the woman a “black b****” and then 
added “What’s this, a monkey party?” during 
the incident at a care home in the town. 

The youth, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, admitted charges of racially aggravat¬ 
ed threatening behaviour, theft of clothing 
worth £89.99 from TK Maxx and criminal dam¬ 
age to clothing. On October 29 he was seen to 
remove a jacket at TK Maxx in Harlow. The 


security tag was removed causing a dye to go on 
to a jumper. 

Jenny Carpenter, representing the youth said 
in mitigation that the youth had failed to attend 
court a week before because of a misunder¬ 
standing on the case’s date and had handed 
himself in to police when he heard a warrant 
had been issued. 

The youth told the court: “I apologised to [the 
social worker] and the theft was stupid. I was 
bored.” He was given a 12-month youth reha¬ 
bilitation order on condition he carried out the 
unpaid work. 


Closures set to 
be decided by 
county council

A DECISION on the future of 
two Harlow children’s cen¬ 
tres is set to be made by coun¬ 
cillors on Tuesday. 

Essex County Council has 
been consulting on plans to 
close centres across the county 
in a bid to save £2.5m between 
2014 and 2016. 

In recommendation to the 
authority’s cabinet, the two 
Harlow centres will be closed 
but the buildings retained for 
outreach services. 

It is recommended that ABC 
Children’s Centre in Old Harlow 
become a ‘delivery site’. This 
means the centre will be open 
for a set number of hours each 
week, from five hours to 35 
hours based on local need. 

Sunflower Children’s Centre, 
which is based at Sumners 
Leisure Centre, is also recom¬ 
mended for closure with the 
building to be used for out¬ 
reach services. 

Outreach services will be pro¬ 
vided based on need and can be 
adapted to individual families. 

The town’s three remaining 
centres will operate as normal. 


Councillors do not have to fol¬ 
low the recommendations to 
cabinet. 

Labour County Cllr Karen 
Clempner said: “Educational 
attainment and giving children 
the best start in life in Harlow 
has to be a key focus. 

“Closing children’s centres is 
going to put back children’s 
readiness for school and reduce 
child care options for working 
parents. 


“While the cuts imposed on 
ECC by the Government mean 
that key services will be affect¬ 
ed, targeting these cuts on chil¬ 
dren and young people, and in 
areas of most need like Harlow, 
is the wrong decision. 

“I will be doing everything I 
can to make sure that these 
recommendations are recon¬ 
sidered, and that Harlow’s chil¬ 
dren are not unfairly targeted 
for cuts.”

Step by step approach is just 
putting off the traffic problem 

SIR, Following prominent notices in the local 
press I was moved to take a look at the 
proposals for the new Mil junction 7a and 
those for the Clock Tower roundabout in 
Harlow. 

Robert Halfon MP’s ideas and campaigning 
are to be much applauded, something does 
need to be done to sort out the congestion in 
the town and most certainly a new route from 
the Mil would help. 

Unfortunately those who have designed 
these solutions have done so rather in the 
way the Middle East was once so 
inappropriately divided by the European 
powers. That’s by drawing lines on maps 
rather than any kind of knowledge of the area 
or aforethought. Both of which explain why 
the exercise proved to be such a long term 
disaster for the region. 

Junction 7a as proposed will feed traffic into 
Gilden Way in a manner that will compound 
the currently identified problems. 

The traffic approaching Gilden Way in the 
mornings regularly backs up into long queues 
because routes through the town have been 
compromised by bus lanes, pedestrian 
crossings, new junctions and traffic lights, 
and by the failure of planning authorities to 
recognise that between London and 
Cambridge there are perhaps only four major 
east west routes. These are the A406 north 
circular, then the M25 and the through 
Harlow on the A414 before the A120. 

The problem needs to be tackled as a 
regional issue not a local problem. 

As an examination of a map shows, the route 
east west through Harlow is inviting through 
traffic and adding to the congestion caused 
by traffic from the Mil heading for the 
shopping and industrial areas located on the 
north and east of the town. 

Sending more traffic into Gilden Way - an 
already compromised route - is clearly 
bonkers and a waste of the £52m on top of the 
£47m on the A414 hamburger roundabout. 
The same arguments apply regarding the 
work about to start on the Clock Tower 
roundabout. 

The most effective routes to relieve all these 
pressures would be a southern and/or 
northern bypass linking the Mil to the A414 
dual carriageway. 

There was a proposal some years back 
simply make the A414 a dual carriageway 
right along Second Avenue - it was opposed 
on the grounds that it would cut the town in 
two. However, for much of the length of the 
A414 along Second Avenue and beyond, there 
is plenty of space to do this. 

The pity is that the current blinkered step 
wise approach will simply put off the day till 
the problem is solved.

There is a lack of information 
about what can be recycled 

SIR, Les Coben (Letters, Jan 9) has a point 
about information as to what may or may not 
go into a Harlow recycle bins. 

Across the country requirements vary, 
according to the operations of the companies 


who are the recipients of recycled materials. 
In Harlow, if I recall correctly, only category 
one and two plastics are acceptable while in 
other towns only a few miles away a wider 
range of plastics are accepted. 

That is all well and good, but a proportion of 
plastic packaging that comes our way from 
supermarkets only shows the recycle triangle, 
or in some cases no marking at all. The 
supermarkets I have contacted say they have 
plans to rectify this, but the plans are years 
long, which is no help at all to confused 
householders. 

I challenge any bin inspector to be able to 
say if an unmarked plastic container is or is 
not category one or two. The logical approach 
would be to say that only packaging marked 
category one or two should be put in the 
recycle bin, every other plastic item should go 
to landfill. 

Of course, that won’t necessarily help hit our 
targets. I read a year or so back that some 
recycling companies were simply forwarding 
a lot of what they received from refuse 
collection to overseas countries where the 
material went to landfill.

Council’s handling of so-called 
bedroom tax is hypocritical 

SIR, May I add my concern to that of John 
Wake (January 2) at the hypocritical way in 
which Harlow Council has dealt with the 
bedroom tax and council tax benefit 
reductions. 

I attended the council meeting on 
September 12, where a group had hoped to 
ask questions on the bedroom tax but were 
prevented, and when they showed verbal 
frustration, they were threatened by their 
representatives with police action and the 
meeting was temporarily suspended. 

In an attempt to mediate I approached the 
council leader, Cllr Wilkinson, and asked 
that, if I were to get the public to permit the 
meeting to continue, would the council agree 
to hold a public meeting on the bedroom tax 
in consultation with those who were already 
concerned. Cllr Wilkinson agreed and stated 
that “I give you my word that I will 
recommend such action to the Labour 
Group”. 

Though I was somewhat surprised by his 
actual wording I conveyed his agreement to 
the protesters and the meeting then 
continued. I confirmed our agreement next 
day in writing to the leader. Four weeks later I 
had had neither acknowledgement of my 
letter nor any communication from him. I 
therefore wrote again on October 10. On 
October 17, a message was left on my 
answering machine from Cllr Truan stating 
he would phone next day. He didn’t. Later 
that week I merely received a three line letter 
from the council leader stating he had passed 
the matter to Cllr Truan. 

On November 14,1 made a formal complaint 
against the council leader to what used to be 
called the Standards Committee which was 
responsible for holding councillors to 
account. 

It appears to have been subsumed into the 
Scrutiny Committee and consists of 
councillors themselves and should, I believe, 
have independent members from the public. 

Eight weeks later I have heard nothing of the 
committee’s consideration of the complaint 
let alone its decision. 

It would appear Harlow Council is not 
disturbed when its leader, having given his 
word, behaves in this way and that the 
structures for bringing such practices to 
account fail to carry out that responsibility 
without any explanation. How can 
councillors claim public respect when they 
permit such a state of affairs to continue? 
Moreover, as far as I am aware the council 
has still not held a public meeting on the 
bedroom tax four months after the 
agreement nor given any explanation for its 
failure to do so.

Coroners’ 
service is 
launched 

A DEDICATED coroner’s court 
for Essex opened at County 
Hall in Chelmsford this week. 

The aim is to cut costs and 
to provide bereaved families 
and friends with an improved 
service and additional privacy 
when attending inquests. 

It will become the main 
venue for cases heard by the 
county’s coroner service, 
which held 700 inquests last 
year. 

Cllr Ann Naylor, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for public health and 
wellbeing, said: “Attending 
inquests following the death 
of a loved one can be a 
traumatic and stressful time. 
This new centre will enable 
the service to provide an 
environment sympathetic to 
the needs of those who have 
lost family and friends.” 

The senior coroner for 
Essex, Caroline Beasley- 
Murray, said: “We are 
committed to ensuring we 
provide the best possible 
service to those who attend 
inquests. 

“This new facility will help 
us provide further support to 
people at what is an 
extremely difficult time.” 

Previously, inquests were 
held at a number of venues 
around the county, but having 
a specific centre at County 
Hall will reduce the costs of 
using other locations.

£2.8m park 
plans set to 
be granted 


MULTI-MILLION pound plans to 
revamp Harlow Town Park were 
set to be agreed by Harlow 
Council last night. 

Repair, conservation and 
improvement works within the 
park, including the construction of 
a new education building, cafe and 
covered events shelter were due to 
be discussed by members of the 
council’s development manage¬ 
ment committee, who were rec¬ 
ommended to grant permission by 
planning officers. 

The application, submitted by 
Allen Scott Ltd, aims to restore and 
enhance original character and 
features of the park. 

Work includes constructing a 
new events barn at Pets Corner 
and a new education centre with 
the Pets Corner aviary and hand 
wash area to be demolished. 

Elsewhere, the existing single 
storey cafe and toilet block at 
Spurrier House would be removed 
with the ground floor of the build¬ 
ing proposed to be converted into 
a cafe with an adjacent terrace 
area for outside use.

New seating and information 
boards will also be introduced 
throughout the park and the exist¬ 
ing bandstand is to be restored and 
refurbished according to the ambi¬ 
tious plans. 

The makeover of the town park, 
which will benefit from a range of 
horticultural improvements and 
includes the extension of the car 
park, is estimated to cost £2.8m 
with £1.83m of funding coming 
from the Big Lottery and Heritage 
Lottery funds. 

The recommendation to grant 
permission is subject to several 
conditions including additional 
drawings, material usage, and the 
assurance of tree works and tree 
protection in accordance to the 
Tree Protection and Method 
Statement. 

The council received 899 letters 
in regards to the plans and several 
residents were expected to speak 
of their concerns at the meeting.

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A HARLOW soldier was 
awarded with the Victoria 
Cross - the highest military 
award for bravery - after 
being killed in action on 
November 4,1918. 

A member of Facebook 
group, Photos of Harlow - Old 
and New, posted a photo of 
Lieutenant Colonel James 
Neville Marshall’s name on 
the Churchgate Street 
memorial in Old Harlow. 

Lt Marshall was 31 years old 
when he was killed in France 
in the First World War. The 
London Gazette published a 
record of his death in their 
February 13, 1919 issue. 

The article stated that the 
Harlow man, who was born 
in Stretford in 1887 and 
moved to Harlow after 
marrying Edith Taylor in 
Epping, was awarded the 
prestigious military medal 
for “conspicuous bravery, 
determination and 
leadership in the attack on 
the Sambre-Oise Canal”. 

The Lieutenant was killed 
in action after a partly 
constructed bridge came 
under fire and was broken 
before the advanced troops 
of his battalion could cross. 

Mr Marshall was a Special 
Reserve with the Irish 
Guards attached to the 
Lancashire Fusiliers 
commanding the 16th 
battalion. 

Lt Col Marshall, according 
to the Gazette piece, 
organised groups to repair 
the bridge. The first party 
were killed or wounded but 
then a second party 
volunteered. 

The article said: “Under 
intense fire and with 
complete disregard of his 
own safety, he stood on the 
bank encouraging his men 


and assisting in the work, 
and when the bridge was 
repaired attempted to rush 
across at the head of his 
battalion and was killed 
while so doing. 

“The passage of the canal 
was of vital importance, and 
the gallantry displayed by all 
ranks was largely due to the 
inspiring example set by Lt 
Col Marshall”. 

Mr Marshall’s medals, 
including the Victoria Cross 
which was awarded 
posthumously, are in the 
care of the Irish Guards 


Museum in London. 

The soldier, who had five 
siblings according to a 1901 
census, studied veterinary 
practice and worked as a vet 
in Harlow where he lived 
with his wife, an infant 
school teacher, in 1884. The 
couple are believed to have 
lived together in Matching 
Green, Harlow.

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Upgraded wall 
officially opened

BRITISH rock climbing legend 
lohnny Dawes officially 
launched the new-look wall at 
the Harlow Centre for Outdoor 
Learning.

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has brand¬ 
ed additional costs for not paying direct 
debit for energy bills as “outrageous”. 

Mr Halfon took up the issue after 
Harlow Council Councillor Guy 
Mitchinson (Conservative) wrote into 
the Star about his concerns after he was 
charged an additional £63 for not paying 
his energy bill by direct debit. 

After reading Cllr Mitchinson’s letter, 
Conservative MP Mr Halfon raised the 
issue of energy companies treating con¬ 
sumers equally - no matter how they 
decided to pay their bills - in Business 
Questions. 

Mr Halfon condemned Co-op Energy 
for adding this charge and called for a 
Government statement on the issue. 

Leader of the House, Rt Hon Andrew 
Lansley assured Mr Halfon that he 
would discuss the issue with the 
Department for Business, Innovation 
and Skills. 

“As so often, my honourable friend 
identifies an issue that is of importance 
not only to his constituents but to those 
on the lowest earnings and those most 
in need,” Mr Lansley said. 

“I will take this issue away and discuss 
it with my colleagues in the Department 
for Business, Innovation and Skills to 
see whether they can assist him in any 
way. We want to make sure that we do 
not impose the greatest costs on those 
who have the least.” 

Labour MP Albert Owen added: “I shall

certainly sign the early-day motion 
tabled by [Robert Halfon], because I 
have been campaigning on the same 
topic for some time in the House. 

“Many [energy companies] are making 
huge profits and pushing consumer 
prices up, but they did not provide ade¬ 
quate cover over Christmas, and numer¬ 
ous households have suffered as a con¬ 
sequence.” 

Mr Halfon has also tabled an early-day 
motion, which has been signed by 16 
cross party MPs. 

The motion calls on Co-op Energy to 
“treat all its customers fairly, regardless 
of their chosen payment method”. 

Mr Halfon said: “I was outraged to hear 
that energy companies were charging 
people extortionate sums of money 
based on the method they choose to pay. 

“MPI understand that it will cost more 
to administer bills if they are not paid by 
direct debit, but £63 is excessive. 

“Since finding out about this, I have 
done further research and discovered 
that the Co-op is actually at the lower 
end of the scale, with some companies 
charging as much as £100 more. 

“This is outrageous, and will hit the 
poor and vulnerable the most.” 

Mr Halfon added: “People should be 
able to pay their bills however they want, 
without being penalised.”

SIX food outlets in Harlow need to 
make “urgent improvements” to their 
hygiene standards, according to food 
safety inspectors. 

The six - mostly takeaways - all 
received zero ratings. There are anoth¬ 
er 14 with a rating of one which need 
major improvements to reach a satis¬ 
factory level of hygiene. 

Harlow Council works with the Food 
Standards Agency to rate every outlet in 
the town which handles food, includ¬ 
ing schools, hospitals, retailers and 
mobile caterers. 

So far, 499 have been scored on a scale 
from zero to five: 0 means urgent 
improvement is necessary, 1 - major 
improvement required, 2 - improve¬ 
ment necessary, 3 - generally satisfac¬ 
tory, 4 - good, 5 - very good. 

The figures are the latest data availa¬ 
ble on the Scores on the Doors website, 
which collates results from across the 
country

Pressure mounts

EAST Herts District Council 
is to pursue development 
plans for up to 10,000 homes 
in the Gilston area on the out¬ 
skirts of Harlow because not 
enough new homes can be 
built in Bishop’s Stortford. 

The district council’s draft 
development plan says 
Stortford’s projected need is 
5,380 homes by 2031. Of these, 
4,634 can be met in the town 
with the rest being accommo¬ 
dated in the potential Harlow 
North extension. 

An EHDC spokeswoman 
said: “The remainder will be 
directed to the Gilston area, 
along with a substantial 
amount of unmet housing 
need from the villages.

“All this contributes to the 
overall requirement of 15,000 
homes across East Herts by 
2031. 

“Unless the council plans to 
meet these needs, it will be 
more difficult to defend the 
district against inappropriate 
development. 

“This means there is a real 
risk that if planning permis¬ 
sion is refused, developers 
may be more successful at 
appeal and that means a loss 
of local control.” 

The new backing for build¬ 
ing at Gilston Park, close to 
Hunsdon and High Wych, is a 


massive blow to Green Belt 
campaigners like the Stop 
Harlow North group who have 
been battling proposals for a 
decade. 

East Herts says: “To ensure a 
strong character for the area, 
new development will need to 
treat the Stort as a strategic 
piece of green infrastructure, 
avoiding development on the 
valley sides south of Gilston. 

“There will be a strong inter¬ 
nal transport network and 
enhanced role for Harlow 
Town station. 

“Design principles should be 
unified as far as possible, with 
elements of design taken from 
the market towns and villages 
in East Herts.”

The vet on call was 
called out at 8.30pm to a large dog with 'bloat' a stomach condition 
requiring fast, difficult surgical correction. The surgery took four hours 
from first presentation to the point when the vet was able to leave 
the recovery in the nurses capable hands. 

At 2am there was a call from a client 
who had had ‘one too many'... he 
wanted to be sure the fox he had 
seen in his garden hours before had 
gotten home safely! Another call at 
6.30am meant the vet had four or 
five hours sleep! He was due to start 
consulting at 9am! 

The day’s surgeries have been 
admitted, but not started due to 
the nurses concentrating on last 
night’s emergency patient. The first 
appointment of the day brings a 
rabbit with fly strike, another patient 
needing urgent care. 

10.30am brings a puppy with a 
fractured leg after being accidentally 
stepped on. Thankfully the puppy 
is insured so the owners don’t have 
financial worries on top of their concern 
for their beloved pet. Scheduled 
appointments have to be juggled. 

Midday brings sad news - last nights’ 
emergency surgery patient passes 
away. This patient had a slim chance 
of survival, but losing her brings the 
entire team down and the vet who 
performed the surgery breaks the news 
to the owners - it is extremely sad for all 
concerned. 

The afternoon produces no further 
emergencies and consults are back to 
running on time and surgery finishes in 
theatre as predicted. 

After a rather downbeat morning we are all 
glad to see a lovely litter of puppies in for a 
health check (lots of cuddles!) and a dog 
who has achieved his weight loss target! 

Three cheers for him and his family! 

Phew, now it’s time for a cup of tea and to 
planfor tomorrow. You never know, we may 
get tosee another skunk in the surgery again!”

I would firstly like to wish our Star readers 
all the best for a happy and peaceful 
2014. 

The managers of Harlow’s pubs and 
clubs have asked me to mention how well 
behaved and pleasant the vast majority of 
people were who went into the licensed 
premises over Christmas and New Year. 

There have been a couple of assaults, 
and these are being investigated, but these 
incidents were very low in number 
considering the population of the town. 

We had great success in the lead-up to 
Christmas in keeping the house burglary 
rate low. A couple of known offenders 
were arrested at the start of December, 
and thankfully very few people had the 
horror of having their festivities ruined by 
burglars. 

The bad news is that in the past two 
weeks the town has had a rise in the 
number of house burglaries. We are 
re-doubling efforts, with our Police 
Community Support Officers (PCSO) 
calling on residents in the areas affected 
to raise awareness and offer security 
advice. 

Meanwhile, police officers will be 
patrolling in both uniform and plain clothes 
at all times of day and night in order to 
catch these despicable thieves. 

Electronic devices such as tablets,

computers, mobile phones and TVs were 
apparently the most-received gifts over 
Christmas. These are always a target for 
thieves. Please make sure that you don’t 
advertise your shiny new equipment, take 
a simple step to avoid prying eyes. When 
you dispose of the cardboard wrapping for 
these items into your recycling waste, turn 
the boxes and cardboard inside-out so that 
that the ‘writing’ is on the inside and out of 
view to anyone passing by. 

T he Neighbourhood Policing Team is 
always keen to hear from local 
residents and we hold two types of 
‘meetings’ regularly throughout the year.

in massive decline, according to a 
new study. 



Scientists studied the world’s 31 
biggest meat eaters and found three 
in every four were at risk. 

They found the animals that were 
worst affected live in the Amazon, 
south-east Asia, and southern 
and east Africa. 

“Globally, we are losing our 
large carnivores,” said lead 
researcher Professor 
William Ripple from the 
Department of Forest 
Ecosystems and Society at 
Oregon State University in 
the US. 

He said: “Many of these 
animals are at risk of 
extinction, either locally or 
globally.” 

The scientists say the decline is 
due to the animals losing their 
habitat, being hunted by humans, 
and not being able to find enough 
food.

Comedian steps into the 
world of The Spokesman

COMEDIAN Stephen K Amos will be delving into the 
world of the spokesman when his latest UK tour comes to 
Harlow. 

Fresh from sell-out tours of Australia and New Zealand, 
as well as winning the Critics Award at the 2013 Perth 
International Festival, Stephen will present his latest 
offering, The Spokesman, at the Playhouse on Thursday, 
January 30.

Problem packages 


SHOPPING by mail order is meant to 
make our lives easier, but the reality 
is often a little different - especially, it 
seems, if you're a gardener. 

In fact, according to a recent survey 
carried out by Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers' Association magazine, some 
38% of customers have experienced at 
least one problem with mail order plants. 

The association first investigated 
customers' experiences of buying plants 
through mail order back in the summer of 
2012. While around 80 per cent said they 
were happy, 36 per cent of people said 
they had experienced problems, the most 
common of which were the quality of 
plants or bulbs provided, packages being 
left on the doorstep while customers 
were away and damaged packaging. 
Others received dead or dying plants, 
specimens that were too small or which 
quickly succumbed to disease and some 
which were rotten on arrival. 

In response to this, the Consumers' 
Association came up with The Which? 
Gardening Best Practice Criteria, a 
10-point plan retailers should adopt to 
ensure a better experience for gardeners, 
with points such as giving an accurate 
description of the plant (including its 
size), flagging up any particular growing 
requirements, adopting strict quality 
control measures before the plants are 
sent out and ensuring packaging is secure 
enough to completely protect the plant 
in transit. 

So, did the measures work? To find 
out, Which ?carried out a follow-up

survey of more than 2,500 people 
in September 2013, and the 2,597 
members who'd bought plants by mail 
order in the previous year recalled their 
latest experiences. 

There were mixed results. Top-scoring 
suppliers included Blackmoor, Bloms 
Bulbs, David Austin Roses, Crocus 
and The RHS Plant Shop, while at the 
bottom were Bakker, Spalding Bulbs and 
Garden Bargains. 

So clearly some companies have 
improved their service, but others 
haven't. Either way though, whoever 
you chose to order your plants with, 
you need to know your rights. 

If you receive a plant you think is 
dead, the Sale of Goods Act 1979 says 
you are entitled to a refund, as long 
as you have notified the retailer of the 
problem within 'a reasonable time'. 
What is 'reasonable' depends on the 
circumstances, but is typically three 
to four weeks, or less, from when the 
goods are received. 

If a plant you receive is diseased, 
you can ask for your money back, 
again within a reasonable time, or a 
replacement. In the first six months, the 
onus is on the seller to prove the plants 
weren't supplied diseased rather than 
you having to prove that they were. 

It makes no difference if the plants 


were damaged before they were sent or 
in transit, it's the seller's responsibility, 
so you can ask for your money back, 
within that reasonable time, or a 
replacement. Don't let the seller put 
the onus on you to take it up with the 
courier they used. 

If you've had a problem with a plant 
you ordered and have asked for a 
refund immediately, but the seller has 
offered you a credit against future 
purchases instead, don't accept this 
offer if you don't want to. Where the 
contract is breached, you are entitled to 
a refund or, if you prefer, a replacement. 
The seller cannot decide you will only 
get a credit note.

AS a contemporary visual artist, Steve 
McQueen ploughed his own furrow. He 
collected the coveted Turner Prize in 1999 
and in 2006 he responded to the war in Iraq 
by representing the portraits of fallen British 
soldiers as a sheet of stamps entitled Queen 
And Country. 

When he made the transition to feature- 
length films, McQueen was equally 
uncompromising. His debut Hunger recounted 
the story of IRA hunger striker Bobby Sands 
through the eyes of fellow Irish Republican 
prisoners while his 2011 follow-up, Shame, 
dealt with the subject of sex addiction. 

For his third feature McQueen considers 
the slave trade from the perspective of a free 
black man who was kidnapped in 1841 and 
suffered 12 years of abuse on the plantations 
of Louisiana before he was reunited with his 
loving family. 


Based on the autobiography of Solomon 
Northup and adapted for the screen by John 
Ridley, 12 Years A Stave is a masterpiece 
that sears into the retina with every artfully 
composed frame. 

Solomon (Chiwetel Ejiofor) lives with his 
wife Anne (Kelsey Scott), daughter Margaret 
(Quvenzhane Wallis) and son Alonzo 
(Cameron Zeigler). But an encounter with two 
seemingly respectable gentlemen - Messrs 
Brown (Scoot McNairy) and Hamilton (Taran 
Killam) - changes Solomon's life forever. 

He wakes up in chains and learns he has 
been sold into slavery. Theophilus Freeman 
(Paul Giamatti) takes delivery of Solomon and 
ignores pleas for leniency. 

Solomon's first master Ford (Benedict 
Cumberbatch), is kind but fate delivers him 
to sadistic Edwin Epps (Michael Fassbender), 
who takes a shine to one of the slave girls, 
Patsey (Lupita Nyong'o), to the chagrin of his 
unfeeling wife (Sarah Paulson). 

Solomon is caught in the crossfire, finding a 
means to orchestrate escape with the help of 


an abolitionist called Bass (Brad Pitt). 

12 Years A Stave is the deserved frontrunner 
for the best picture Oscar in this years 
Academy Awards and it would be impossible 
to deny McQueen's film an entire mantelpiece 
of gold statuettes. 

Ejiofor breaks our hearts as an honest, 
decent man who retains his humanity in 
the face of unspeakable cruelty. Nyong'o is 
equally eye-catching in her big screen debut 
while Fassbender simmers with rage and self- 
loathing. 

McQueen's directorial brio comes to 
the fore, memorably in a horrific whipping 
sequence shot in a single take. 

It's not a film that demands repeat viewings 
- like a sledgehammer to the solar plexus, 
once is enough. But McQueen's sensitive yet 
unflinching portrait of suffering will stay with 
us forever.

H OW on earth do you take a 
success story and make it 
better? That’s the difficult task 
facing Skoda with its all- 
conquering Yeti. 

First introduced in 2009, the Yeti 
tore up the rule book with its novel 
approach to practical motoring, 
combining the best elements of a 
family hatchback with those of an 
SUV to create the ideal crossover. 

The general public clearly 
thought it worked; more than 
250,000 have been sold since 2009 
with a big chunk of those in the 
UK. But the competition never lets 
up and so the Yeti has been 
enhanced, with the facelifted 
version arriving in showrooms 
early this year. 

The change you’ll notice first is 
the exterior. The Yeti has been 
brought more into line with the 
family look, so there’s a squared- 
off grille, smarter body-coloured 
elements all round and new 
bi-xenon headlights with LEDs. 
The round fog lights are gone and 
replaced by more discreet 
rectangular items, too. 

Even with a more mature and 


discreet look though, there’s no 
mistaking the Yeti for anything 
else. It still has that tough, planted 
look, and with new choices of alloy 
wheel and paint colour there’s even 
more opportunity to stand out 
from the crowd. 

If you don’t like the Yeti then 
these details probably won’t 
change your mind, but the Yeti is 
distinctive in a sea of similarity 
and that is worthy of praise. 

There’s an added twist, however. 
As well as the standard Yeti there is 
the Outdoor model, which as its 
name suggests is better prepared 


for tough treatment. Outdoor 
models have a black trim down the 
sides and on the lower edges of the 
bumpers, so bumps and scrapes 
won’t break your heart. 

There are updates on the inside, 
too, with a new three-spoke 
steering wheel, seat trims and 
fabrics plus the option of 
decorative inserts on the 
dashboard. It helps to lift the 
already-good quality feeling of the 
cabin without sacrificing any of its 
utility. 

Interior flexibility is still one of 
the Yeti’s strongest assets. The load 


area is unchanged at 510 litres up 
to a maximum of 1,760 with all the 
seats removed, an impressive 
figure for a car of this size. There’s 
still the flexibility to slide, fold and 
remove the three individual rear 
seats, something which very few 
rivals can offer. 

Add to that some new tech such 
as a reversing camera and keyless 
start plus clever features such as a 
rechargeable torch mounted in the 
boot and a high-vis vest holder 
under the front seat, and you get 
the feeling that the Yeti could cope 
with just about anything. 


Climb behind the wheel and 
getting comfortable is easy, with 
plenty of adjustment in the steering 
wheel and the seat, all topped off 
by a raised driving position that’s a 
real boon. It’s also a delightfully 
easy car to drive; the manual 
gearbox is slick, the pedal weights 
are nice and light and the steering 
is well-weighted and accurate. 

Despite its modest size the 1.2 
TSI version gets along very well 
indeed, behaving like a much 
larger naturally aspirated engine 
and pulling the Yeti along more 
than quickly enough to keep up 
with the traffic flow. 

However the best all-rounder has 
to be the 2.0 TDI with 140PS, which 
comes in four-wheel drive Outdoor 
form. With more torque than you 
really need you can get up to speed 
with complete ease, and cruising 
never requires any effort, even on 
inclines. 

That the revised Yeti has gained 
improvements and additions rather 
than wholesale changes tells you 
everything you need to know; this 
was an excellent car to start with, 
and the changes have merely added 
to its appeal. 

It’s a family car you need not 
make excuses for.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Martin and Helen Cornwall from Clavering began fostering 
in April 2010. 

“We are approved to foster children up to the age of 18 but our 
preferred age group is below my son’s age of eight. We got into 
fostering as Helen’s mother used to foster when she was a child, and 
her grandmother before her, so it runs in the family! 



“The best thing about fostering is knowing that the child you are looking after, that you are holding 
in your arms and falling in love with, is now in a safe place. If you are thinking about fostering I would 
say - do it. Many people say to me that they couldn’t do it - that they would get too attached and they 
wouldn’t be able to give the child up. I tell them that I am the person in between. The child has been 
taken away from a difficult situation and will go on to a good one. I will love and look after them in 
between. Yes, it hurts when they leave, but the next child will come along and I will love and look 
after that child just as much. 


“I fostered a beautiful baby boy when his mum was very poorly in hospital having had complications 
with the birth. The mum had contact with her son three times a week and slowly she got better. 

As she got better she became reunited with her son and now he is back with her but we still keep 
in contact.” 


Jackie Le Due from Harlow has been a foster carer for 
about seven years, caring for children of all ages from 
birth to 18. 

“I always wanted to foster so when I retired I decided to look into it. 

I have found it very rewarding seeing the children gain confidence, 
helping them with their school work ortaking them on holiday. 

Some children have never seen the sea or played on the beach. 

“As well as younger children, I care for teenage children. Many people get the wrong idea about 
teenagers in care. Like any children, teenagers can come with problems but most of the time you 
can sort the problems out. Sometimes it takes time but it’s worth it in the end. Most of them just 
want to fit in with other children, not be labelled and to be wanted. One teenager that I’ve fostered 
has been in care for over ten years. She’s very focused on her school work and wants to go to university. 
She’s someone my own grandchildren look up to as a role model.’ 

“You get a lot of support from your social worker and the children have their own social worker too. 

I meet a lot of people who say that they would like to foster and I tell them ‘Just make the telephone 

call and look into it.’ 










Tony and Yvonne Phillips from Waltham Abbey have been fostering 
for nearly three years. 

“Due to the economic downturn and Tony’s work decreasing, we decided that he 
would be best placed to be the main carer. We foster children aged three to 11 
including sibling groups. When we were newly approved we undertook a lot of 
respite care including a child with Aspergers. It was a great way to gain experience 
and to dip our toe in the water. It helped us to get a good insight before 
committing full-time to foster care. 



“We currently have a ten-year-old boy living with us who is long-term linked to our family until he is 18 years 
old. We have also discussed having another foster placement and he likes that idea very much as long as 
the child is the same age or younger as he is used to being the big brother. 

“When we were newly approved carers we had another foster carer who acted as a mentor to us. She was 
invaluable and assisted us with any problems or insecurities we faced. She would offer common sense advice 
and would keep us positive when we doubted ourselves. There is a fantastic network including other carers, 
support groups, social workers, The Fostering Network... no foster carer need ever feel alone or alienated. 
There is also a training programme which is second to none and the courses attended will assist you in coping 
with almost any situation and teach you how to deal with any behavioural, learning or social problems. 

“Fostering is challenging but very rewarding. It is wonderful to see a nervous, quiet, unconfident and 
immature child grown into a confident, friendly, amusing youngster who is able to communicate with their 
peers and family with self-assurance. It is very satisfying to see a child oryoung person settle down and treat 
your home as their own, filling their room with their own interests and hobbies. 

“So long as you have a spare room then you can foster too! It does not matter if you are single or in a couple, 
gay or straight, what ethnicity you are from or what religion you practise, whether you have your own children, 
or like us, are childless. I cannot imagine anything I would rather be doing.”
